Notwithstanding the «nrelaied ef- 


nrts of the temperance folks, the ia- 
ulgence in tobacco is more than keep- 
ng pace with the increase in popnla- 
ion of onr country, as statistics of to- 
icco crops and manufacture of mate- 
Sals'exhibit. 
The showing on this 


uljrct by the Superintendent of the 
Cincinnati chamber of commerce are 
nteresting and inrtrnetire, Cincinnati 
being a great tobacco market. The 
yield of the crop of 1378 in the dis- 
virt tributary to Cincinnati, is placed 
at 
iiri,flOO hogsheads. 
The average 


iriec at the warehouses in 1880 was 
I :•*,.[ eents per 
pound, in comparison 


with 12.1 «e"'s *tlr the preceding year. 
Of chewing tobacco the total produc- 
tion in the Cincinnati district for the 
year ending -July 31, 1880, was 2,590,- 
8CO pounds, an increase of over 23 per 
cent over the year 1878-9. The crop 
of 1SRO is reported excellent, fully 
erjual in quantity and quality to that of 
] S79. The receipt of this crop of leaf 
at Cincinnati was 88,965 hogsheads. 
The manufacture of smoking tobacco 
shows a considerable falling off from 
the preceding year, but the production 
of cigars increased, notwithstanding 
strikes among operatives, and difficulty 
in getting a sufficient number of hands 
at the several establishments. Cincin- 
nati manufactured in the year 1879-80 
the immense number of 105,882,600 
cigars, compared with 89,080,150 in 
1878-9, besides 4,702,200 cigarettes. 


It is therefore to be Been that the 


laws of consumers are more busy than 
ever in masticating the weed in its 
pressed and fine-cut, forms. But the 
pipe in proportion, is losing ground. 
This odorous pocket and mouth-piece 
was largely introduced during the war, 
perforce of the example of soldiers and 
the exorbitant princ of cigars, resulting 
from heavy tax and limited crops. But 
reduced taxation, enlarged cultivation 
of the weed, and improved quality of 
domestic brands, have conspired to 
place cigars at their old leading position 
in the market, while meerschaums and 
bricr-wo'ids lie neglected in the show 
cases of tobacconists.
